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N.S. lacks ability to track vaccinations 


No electronic records. 

Province needs 
centralized vaccine 
registry, says chief 
medical officer 


Although Nova Scotia can 
quickly respond to disease 
outbreaks, the province can’t 
quickly track vaccination 


records because it doesn’t 
have a centralized electron¬ 
ic system, the deputy chief 
medical officer of health said 
Wednesday. 

Dr. Frank Atherton said 
the province’s paper rec¬ 
ords are held by the district 
health authorities, but paper 
can go missing and there are 
sometimes duplicate reports. 

“It doesn’t give us an ac¬ 
curate picture of what pro¬ 


portion of children in Nova 
Scotia are currently vaccin¬ 
ated and we need to know 
that,” said Atherton, who 
appeared before a legislature 
committee. 

He said the province 
needs a central vaccine regis- 
tiy to target individuals and 
areas where there are low 
vaccination rates. 

Nova Scotia is not alone 
in lacking a vaccine registry. 


Atherton said, but progress is 
being made elsewhere with 
systems in place in Quebec 
and Ontario. 

Frances Martin, acting 
deputy health minister, told 
the committee that the prov¬ 
ince is working on a records 
registry in collaboration with 
the other Atlantic provinces. 

The Health Department 
will forward a budget pro¬ 
posal for 2015-16 after it

Halifax community members 
gathered on Wednesday to 
weave a 10-foot dream catcher 
to honour missing and mur¬ 
dered aboriginal women. 

The Mi’kmaw Native 


Friendship Centre in Halifax 
hosted the event with support 
from the Public Service Alh- 
ance of Canada. 

They’re making 824 small 
dream catchers to hang off the 
large one, each of those repre¬ 
senting one of the aboriginal 
women currently missing in 
Canada. 

“A dream catcher is to help 
you have good dreams and 
take the bad dreams away, 
but in this case, those women 
who are missing, their dreams 
are gone,” said Debbie Eisan, 


who works at the centre. “We 
want to make sure that their 
dreams are not going to be for¬ 
gotten and their lives won’t be 
forgotten.” 

The purple ribbon on these 
dream catchers represents the 
missing woman, and the black 
bead represents the mourning 
of that woman. The bead usu¬ 
ally goes in the middle, but 
this time it’s at the bottom be¬ 
cause there’s nothing to cele¬ 
brate, Eisan said. 

This idea came after the 
death of Loretta Saunders, an 


Inuit woman who was mur¬ 
dered this year while she was 
studying at Saint Mary’s Uni¬ 
versity and writing her thesis 
on missing and murdered ab¬ 
original women. 

Eisan is calling on the gov¬ 
ernment to provide equal and 
fair treatment to aboriginal 
cases. 

“1 just want these cases to 
be treated with the same re¬ 
spect, importance, and dignity 
as they would any other mis¬ 
sing and murdered woman,” 
she said. 


1985. Lunenburg County 
murders added to major 
unsolved crimes program 


The Nova Scotia government is 
now offering a reward for infor¬ 
mation that leads to an arrest 
and conviction in the deaths of 
Jack and Micheline Hulme. 

On Jime 3, 1985, Bridge- 
water RCMP responded to a fire 
at a home in Lunenburg Coun¬ 
ty where the bodies of Jack and 
Micheline Hulme were discov¬ 
ered. 

The fire was deemed suspi¬ 
cious and the deaths were ruled 
a double homicide. 

“It’s been almost 30 years 
since Mr. and Mrs. Hulme were 


killed, and their family is still 
looking for answers,” said Jus¬ 
tice Minister Lena Diab in a 
statement. “We urge anyone 
who has information about 
these homicides to please call 
our reward line. New details, 
no matter how small, can help 
police solve a case and ensure 
justice is served.”

PM’s office scolds Carter 
over Keystone opposition 


The Keystone XL pipeline 
issue has created a tiff be¬ 
tween a former U.S. president 
and the Canadian govern¬ 
ment. 

The Prime Minister’s Of¬ 
fice reacted swiftly Wednes¬ 
day to a letter signed by Nobel 
laureates, including Jimmy 
Carter, urging U.S. President 
Barack Obama to reject the 
pipeline. 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper’s office warned: Re¬ 
member 1979. 

It was a reference to the 
dip in oil supply which fol¬ 
lowed the Iranian revolu¬ 
tion and touched off a global 
panic. Prices spiked and long 
lines formed at gas stations, 
helping destabilize Carter’s 
one-term presidency. 

“Mr. Carter knows from 
his time as president during 
the 1979 energy crisis there 
are benefits to having access 
to oil from stable, secure part¬ 
ners like Canada,” the PMO 
said. 

The statement also cited 
multiple reviews by the U.S. 
State Department which 
said the project would cre¬ 
ate thousands of construction 
jobs without an impact on 
the environment. 

It was during the 1979 
crisis that Carter delivered a

memorable televised speech 
— the so-called “Malaise” ad¬ 
dress. He asked Americans to 
avoid unnecessaiy trips, use 
carpools and public transit 
whenever necessary, follow 
the speed limit and lower 
their thermostats. He called 
energy conservation “an act 
of patriotism” and said it 
would help the poorest Amer¬ 
icans cope with the price 
shock. 

In that same speech. 
Carter stressed the need to 
become more energy self-re¬ 
liant — by building pipelines 
when possible and tapping 
the nation’s abundant shale 
resources.

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South Korean ferry disaster 


Near Jindo. Over 280 
were missing; many had 
been trapped inside the 
boat as water rushed in;

A feny canying 462 people, 
mostly high school students on 
an overnight trip to a tourist 
island, sank off South Korea’s 
southern coast on Wednesday, 
leaving more than 280 people 
missing despite a frantic, 
hours-long rescue by dozens of 
ships and hehcopters. At least 
four people were confirmed 
dead and 55 injured. 

The high number of people 
unaccounted for — likely 
trapped in the ship or fioating 
in the ocean — raised fears that 
the death toll could rise drastic¬ 
ally, making it one of South 
Korea’s biggest ferry disasters 
since 1993, when 292 people 
died. 

One student, Lim Hyung- 
min, told broadcaster YTN 


after being rescued that he and 
other students jumped into the 
ocean wearing life jackets and 
then swam to a nearby rescue 
boat. 

“As the ferry was shaking 
and tilting, we all tripped and 
bumped into each another,” 
Lim said, adding that some 
people were bleeding. Once 
he jumped, the ocean “was so 
cold.... I was hurrying, thinking 
that I wanted to live.” 

Local television stations 
broadcast five pictures of the 
ship, Sewol, hsting to its side 
and slowly sinldng as pas¬ 
sengers jumped out or were 
winched up by hehcopters. At 
least 87 vessels and 18 aircraft 
swarmed around the stricken 
ship. Rescuers clambered over 
its sides, pulhng out passengers 
wearing orange life jackets. 

But the ship overturned 
completely and continued 
to sink slowly. Within a few 
hours only its blue-and-white 
bow stuck out of the water; 160 
coast guard and navy divers 
searched for survivors inside 
the wreckage.

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N. Korea bristles 
at London salon 



'Bad hair day?' Poster 
ignites diplomatic row 


North Korea has made a diplo¬ 
matic appeal to the British gov¬ 
ernment to get a London salon 
out of its hair. 

The country’s diplomats 
have complained to the For¬ 
eign Office about a hairdress¬ 
ing salon that put up a poster 
poking ffin at distinctively 
coiffed North Korean leader 
Kim Jong Un.

Barber Karim Nabbach 
said the salon was inspired by 
media rumours that North Ko¬ 


rean men had been instructed 
to emulate the leader’s hair¬ 
style. 

He said staff refused the 
diplomats’ request to remove 
the poster and had reported 
the incident to pohce. 


Pohce said they had spoken 
to both parties and determined 
no crime had been committed. 

The embassy didn’t im¬ 
mediately respond to a request 
for comment.

More than 100,000 mem¬ 
bers of an international 
gay rights group have sent 
messages to the IOC urging 
changes to ensure that fu¬ 
ture Olympic host countries 
do not have discriminatory 
laws on their books. 

The group All Out reiter¬ 
ated its call on the Inter¬ 
national Olympic Commit¬ 
tee to overhaul its selection 
process, citing the contro¬ 
versy that surrounded the 
Winter Games in Sochi over 
Russia’s gay “propaganda” 
laws. 

All Out says it delivered 
its message before Tues¬ 
day’s deadline for public 
submissions on “Olym¬ 
pic Agenda 2020,” IOC 


president Thomas Bach’s 
project for reforms that will 
be voted on in December in 
Monaco. 

All Out says more than 
74,000 members signed a 
petition delivered to the 
IOC and another 41,000 
sent their own messages. 

The group wants the IOC 
to require that host coun¬ 
tries have no discriminatory 
laws in place and future 
host city contracts include 
human rights pledges. It 
also urges the IOC to amend 
a clause in the Olympic 
Charter to specifically pro¬ 
hibit discrimination based 
on sexual orientation or 
identity.

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Bosnians come see family 
unearthed from mass grave

Former Bosnian Serb

Denisa Hegic pulled her scarf 
around her nose to guard 
against the stench, and drew 
back the plastic shroud. Shak¬ 
ing, she reached down to 
touch her mother’s skull, and 
caressed it. 


The last time she touched 
her mother she was bleed¬ 
ing on the floor of the family 
home, slain by Bosnian Serb 
soldiers storming their tiny 
village in northwestern Bos¬ 
nia. On Wednesday, mother 
and daughter were reunited 
in a cavernous building used 
to house the remains of vic¬ 
tims newly excavated from the 
mass grave in Tomasica, 200 
kilometres northwest of Sara¬ 
jevo. 

“I found her body,” she said. 

Regie’s experience is being 
repeated this week by many 
survivors of Bosnia’s 1992-1995 


war, as experts begin allowing 
families to view the remains 
meticulously pulled from the 
earth and identified through 
DNA analysis. Hundreds of 
families are expected to make 
the sad pilgrimage to see the 
dead. 

So far, 430 victims were 
found in the Tomasica grave, 
a vast pit 10 metres deep and 
covering 5,000 square metres. 
The pit contains victims of 
Bosnian Serb mihtaiy units 
who killed Mushm Bosniaks 
and Roman Cathohe Croats in 
hopes of creating an ethnically 
pure region. 


Many beheve more people 
were originally buried there. 
Diaries confiscated from for¬ 
mer Bosnian Serb Gen. Ratko 
Mladic suggest that some of 
the bodies in the Tomasica 
pit were dug up and moved, 
which now compheates efforts 
to identify the dead. 

But some progress has been 
made. Family members com¬ 
ing to view remains are also of¬ 
fering statements to local pros¬ 
ecutors to assist in efforts to 
prosecute Mladic, who is being 
tried on war crimes charges at 
the UN tribunal in the Nether¬ 
lands.

Slovyansk. Central 
government further 
marginalized after latest 
incursion 


A column of armoured vehicles 
flying Russian flags drove into 
a Ukrainian city controlled by 
pro-Russian insurgents Wed¬ 
nesday, dampening the central 
government’s hopes of re-estab¬ 
lishing control over restive east¬ 
ern Ulaaine. 

Still, it was far from clear 
just who these mostly masked 
men were and what their 
presence meant for eastern 
Ukraine, which has seen a 
surge of support for closer ties 
with Russia and against the 
new government in Kyiv, which 
wants closer links to Europe. 

Insurgents in the city of 
Slovyansk last weekend seized 
the police headquarters and 
the administration building, de¬ 
manding broader autonomy for 
eastern Ukraine and closer ties 
with Russia. One of the men 
on the vehicles, who identified 
himself only as Andrei, said the 
unit was part of Ukraine’s 25th 


Brigade of Airborne Forces and 
that they had switched to the 
pro-Russian side. The military 
insisted the armed men seen 
on APCs in Slovyansk were not 
Ukrainian forces. 


In Slovyansk, a city 160 
Idlometres from the Russian 
border, the armoured vehicles 
stopped near a government 
building and flew Russian fiags 
while residents chanted “Good 


job! Good job!” 

“We \^1 never allow the 
fescist Kyiv authorities to come 
here,” said Andrei Bondar, 32, a 
Slovyansk resident. 

But Tetyana Kustova, a 


35-year-old sales clerk, was ap¬ 
palled by the unrest. “They are 
pushing us toward Russia,” she 
said. “They are tearing Ukraine 
into pieces.”

Ernie Hagel has had plenty of 
experience with death during 
his 43 years as a funeral dir¬ 
ector, but he’s struggling to 
deal with the loss of one of his 
promising young employees. 

Jordan Segura was one of 
five young people stabbed to 
death at a house party in Cal¬ 
gary early Tuesday morning. 
He had worked for McGinnis 
and Holloway Funeral Homes 
in the city over the last year. 

“Our staff are devastated,” 
Hagel said Wednesday. “We’ve 
tried to deal with this, but 
when it hits home it hits hard. 
If it doesn’t, it’s time to get out 
of the funeral business.” 

Segura was attacked along 
with Zackariah Rathwell, Josh 
Hunter, Lawrence Hong and 
Kaiti Perras. All were in their 
20s. All were at a party mark¬ 
ing the end of classes at the 
University of Calgary.

Matthew de Grood, 22, has 
been charged with five counts 
of first-degree murder, and has 
been transferred to a Calgary 
psychiatric facihty.

Fay said he has spoken to his 
client, and de Grood was doing 
as well as could be expected. 

“He was lucid, at least 
he seemed lucid to me.

“It’s going to be a veiy difficult 
case indeed.” 

Pohce were still trying to 
determine a motive for the 
bizarre attack, saying it ap¬ 
peared the suspect hadn’t 
been drinking or doing drugs.

state funeral. Harper 
opens the proceedings 
with personal tribute 
to late finance minister 


A galleiy of pohtical lumin¬ 
aries from all sides of the 
partisan divide gathered at a 
cavernous Toronto cathedral 
Wednesday to set aside their 
difierences and pay final re¬ 
spects to former finance min¬ 
ister Jim Flaherty. 

Mourners donned green 
scarves, a tribute to Flaherty’s 
Irish heritage, inside St. James 
Cathedral as they celebrated 
the diminutive, combative pol¬ 
itician, who died of a heart at¬ 
tack last week at the age of 64. 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper began the procee^ngs 
with a personal tribute to his 


longtime pohtical confidante. 

Directly addressing 

Flaherty’s wife, Christine El- 
hott, and the couple’s triplet 
sons. Harper said, “We have 
lost a partner in politics, but 
you have lost a partner in life.” 

Harper kept his compo¬ 
sure throughout most of what 
turned out to be a cheerful, 
hghthearted look back on the 
time he and Flaherty shared 
together in power on Parha- 
ment Hill. 

“Occasionally, I imposed 
a final decision,” Harper said 
of their periodic cabinet-table 
disputes. 

“Occasionally I decided he 
was probably right. And oc¬ 
casionally, I decided he was 
wrong, but let him have his 
way because I just got so damn 
tired of arguing with him.” 

But as Harper’s eulogy end¬ 
ed, he had to compose himself 


as he described the day he ac¬ 
cepted Flaherty’s resignation. 

“I told Jim that he had truly 
been over these eight years, in 
my judgment, the best finance 
minister in the world, if not 
indeed the best in our histoiy,” 
Harper said. 

“I also wished him well in 
his next career ... and I told 
him not to be a stranger.” 

Liberal Leader Justin Tru¬ 
deau, NDP Leader Tom Mulcair 
and former prime ministers 
Brian Muhoney, Kim Campbell 
and John Turner were among 
those on hand for the funeral, 
alongside federal cabinet min¬ 
isters including John Baird, 
Peter MacKay and Chris Alex¬ 
ander. 

Flaherty’s state funeral is 
the first such honour since 
2011, when former NDP leader 
Jack Layton was laid to rest.

Exploiting 
vulnerabilities in 
websites can be easily 
learned: Tech analyst 


A London, Ont., teen accused 
of stealing social insurance 
numbers from the Canada Rev¬ 
enue Agency website may be 
just one of many hackers who 
took advantage of the Heart- 
bleed encryption bug. 

“This won’t be the last that 
you hear of it,” said London, 
Ont.-based tech analyst Carmi 
Levy. “Obviously, this is a CRA 
announcement, but we will 
hear similar aimouncements 
from other systems. 

The RCMP aimounced 
Wednesday that Stephen Sohs- 
Reyes, 19, a student at West¬ 
ern University, had been ar¬ 
rested and charged after pohce 
searched his London home and

seized computer equipment. 

The CRA shut down its 
website last week after con¬ 
cerns about a security flaw in 
encryption software.

Levy said there’s a huge 
and hungry appetite for stolen 
personal information such as 
social insurance numbers and 
that learning how to breach 


a vulnerable website is eas¬ 
ily done with a simple Google 
search. 

“It’s available online to 
anyone curious enough to go 
looking for it,” he said. “It’s 
hke looking for bomb-making 
instructions. Anyone who’s 
adept with Google can easily 
find them.” 

Sohs-Reyes appears to be 
highly adept. He is fisted as 
a member of the school’s 
Robotics Club, the Program¬ 
ming Club and the Robotics 
Challenge team. He was also 
part of the team that was city 
champions in the ECOO (Edu¬ 
cational Computing Organiza¬ 
tion of Ontario) Programming 
contest. 

Solis-Reyes is scheduled for 
a July 17 court appearance in 
Ottawa. 

The investigation is on¬ 
going, police said.

Election season. 

Senator hopes to add 
convicted stalkers to the 
list of criminals barred 
from getting guns 


Democratic worries about this 
November’s elections, a lack 
of Senate votes and House op¬ 
position are forcing congres¬ 
sional gun-control supporters 
to significantly winnow their 
2014 agenda, a year after law¬ 
makers scuttled President Bar¬ 
ack Obama’s effort to pass new 
curbs on firearms. 

Senate Majority Leader 
Hany Reid, a Democrat, re¬ 
cently said he needs additional 
votes before revisiting a pro¬ 
posed expansion of gun sale 
background checks that the 
Senate derailed last April. That 
has left advocates of tighter gun 
curbs hoping Reid will allow 
votes on more modest propos¬ 
als, such as one by Sen. Amy 


Klobuchar, a Democrat, to add 
convicted stalkers to the list of 
criminals barred from acquir¬ 
ing guns. 

But with Reid waiy of expos¬ 
ing Democratic senators facing 
tight re-election contests in 
some conservative and Western 
states to politically risky votes 
— and the Republican-run 
House showing no appetite to 
restrict guns anyway — people 
aren’t holding their breath 
waiting for proposed gun re¬ 
strictions to reach the Senate 
floor before Election Day. 

“This kind of change doesn’t 
happen overnight,” said Dan 
Gross, president of the Brady 
Campaign to Prevent Gun Vio¬ 
lence. “There are obviously a 
lot of other considerations and 
variables in play here, like elec¬ 
tions.” 

Klobuchar’s bill on stalkers 
would play into Democrats’ 
campaign-season theme of 
pushing legislation that appeals 
to women, a key Democratic 
voting bloc, the associated press

For Edmonton police Det. 
Steve Horchuk, building trust 
is the cornerstone of his job, 
especially when it comes to 
working with women at body 
rub parlours. The city’s regu¬ 
lated parlours make up the 


largest and most consistent 
group of sex workers in Al¬ 
berta’s capital, he says. 

Working with his fellow of¬ 
ficers on the Edmonton Police 
Service vice unit, Horchuk’s 
days are spent building bonds, 
breaking down barriers and 
offering sex workers an out¬ 
let to talk about abuse or ex¬ 
ploitation. 

“We are looking for human 
trafficking. We are looking for 
underage girls and women 
getting ushered into the busi¬ 
ness,” Horchuk says in a mat¬ 
ter-of-fact tone. “Any sort of 
oppressive environment.” 

He said the reason for rela¬ 
tionship building is simple: By 
educating sex workers about 
the risks involved in the in¬ 
dustry, women can start to 
distinguish what’s criminal 
and what’s not. 


“Sex workers will often 
deal with it on their own, 
without realizing they’re be¬ 
ing victimized,” Horchuk says, 
adding it’s almost impossible 
to know precisely how much 
crime or abuse might be hap¬ 
pening at body rub parlours. 

“We think, anecdotally 
from the women disclosing 
how many customers tiy and 
force anal intercourse, or try 
and force no contraception 
or they get rough and punch, 
choke or do things that are 


not consensual, that happens 
quite frequently.” 

Andrea Burkhart, execu¬ 
tive director of ACT Alberta 
— an advocacy group that 
works with police and other 
local stakeholders to address 
human trafficking — is also 
committed to building trust 
with potential victims of the 
sex industiy, particularly hu¬ 
man trafficking. 

“It’s very hard to see 
human trafficking at first 
glance,” Burkhart said. 


“People who’ve been traf¬ 
ficked often don’t self-identify 
and (they) deny they’ve been 
trafficked.” 

While experts are unable 
to pin down the number of 
times women are trafficked 
into the sex industiy through 
body rub parlours, Burkhart 
said building trust between 
sex workers and law enforce¬ 
ment is the first step to identi¬ 
fying the problem. 

“There is still a lot that 
needs to be uncovered,” she 
said. “As education and aware¬ 
ness increase, I think we are 
going to see more reports of 
human trafficking in general. 

“We are hopeful those who 
have been trafficked in mas¬ 
sage parlours know there is 
assistance for them should 
they come forward and seek 
help.”

When it comes to the econom¬ 
ics of body mb parlours, many 
sex workers advocate that it’s 
time to stop thinking of them 
as a commodity and address the 
issue of supply and demand. 

“At the core, it’s a women’s 
equahty issue and a poverty 
issue,” said Kate Quinn, the 
executive director for the Cen¬ 
tre to End All Sexual Exploita¬ 
tion in Edmonton. 

Working with sex workers 
on a daily basis, Quinn said one 
of the greatest issues facing the 
sex industiy is a living wage for 
women. “VVdien there is no liv¬ 
able wage option, women turn 
to the commercial sex industiy 
and that’s what we need to 
change,” she said. 

Acknowledging the stmg- 
gles on the supply side of the 
equation — the women in the 
industiy — Quinn said the im¬ 
pact body mb parlours have 
on demand — those paying for 
their services — is often over¬ 
looked. 

“Women 1 have worked 
with in the commercial sex in¬ 
dustiy have said 90 per cent of 
their customers were married 
men, that money paid to those 
women came from their family 


economy,” Quinn said. 

“We never talk about the 
buyer’s side. We never talk 
about the hidden victims — the 
buyer’s family, children.” 

like Quinn, JoAnn McCart¬ 
ney, a former Edmonton Po- 
hce Services vice detective and 
current anti-prostitution advo¬ 
cate and counsellor, said even 
though body mb parlours are 
largely regulated, exploitation 
and abuse is an ongoing issue 
for sex workers. 

From her own experiences 


visiting parlours as a pohce of¬ 
ficer, and from stories shared 
with her by body mb workers, 
McCartney said she sees veiy 
httie difterentiation between 
street sex workers and women 
working in parlours. 

“The women working in 
there think they are difierent 
from street prostitutes,” said 
McCartney. 

“They believe they are a step 
up. 1 don’t think they are any 
better or worse. It is still sexual 
exploitation.” 


John says... 


Oil worker cuts out ‘girlfriend bulls-f in favour of massage parlours 

Oil-rig work keeps John away from Edmonton for two to three weeks at a time. It also makes it 
pretty difticult for him to keep a steady girl back in the city, he says. As an alternative, the 34-year- 
old turns to massage parlours. 

“ft’s hard for women to stay faithful. Eveiy girlfriend I’ve had has cheated on me while I’ve 
gone to work. So basically 1 cut the whole girftnend bulls—t out,” he said. 

Three years ago, John met Roxy (a body mb parlour worker Metro featured in Part 1 of this 
series). Eveiy three weeks, when he was back in the city, John would drop by the parlour where 
she works. 

The two eventually became friends, so they ended the working relationship and John now 
visits other parlours in the city, spending about $260 to $300 an hour to “stay” with a woman. 

He said it is cheaper than date night. 

“By the time you take a girl out on a date just to get some a-, you’re looking at spending just 
about the same,” he said. 

John said he plans to stop visiting massage parlours once he is in a steady relationship.

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Bitcoin exchange fall. 
Mt. Gox customers not 
likely to get money back 



Is Apple’s iPad as 
Cana^an as maple pie? 


The Mt. Gox bitcoin exchange 
in Tokyo is headed for liquida¬ 
tion after a court rejected its 
bankruptcy protection appli¬ 
cation. 

Mt. Gox said Wednesday 
the Tokyo District Gourt de¬ 
cided the company, which 
was a trading platform and 
storehouse for the Bitcoin vir¬ 
tual currency, would not be 
able to resurrect itself under 
a business rehabilitation pro¬ 
cess filed for in Februaiy. 

An administrator will try 
to sell the company’s assets, 
and many creditors, includ¬ 
ing those who had bitcoins 
with the exchange, are un¬ 
likely to get any money back. 

After Mt. Gox went offline 
in Februaiy, its GEO Mark Kar- 
peles said 850,000 bitcoins 
worth several hundred mil¬ 


lion dollars were unaccount¬ 
ed for, blaming a weakness in 
the exchange’s systems. 

Later, Mt. Gox found 
200,000 of the bitcoins, 
changing the estimate for 
the lost virtual currency to 
650,000 bitcoins, although 
the exact amount is still 
under investigation. Mt. Gox 
has suggested the bitcoins 
were stolen. The company 
has not been able to confirm 
the bitcoin balances of its 
users. 

Bitcoins were created in 
2009 by a mysterious figure 
or group known as Satoshi 
Nakamoto and are used for 
transactions across borders 
without third parties such as 
banks. They have also become 
an investment craze.

A new survey, eh? i 

in 4 Canucks now own 
a tablet, with many 
opting for an iPad 


More than 42 per cent of 
anglophone Ganadians now 
own a tablet and most are 
increasingly choosing one 
of Apple’s iPads, suggests a 
report by the Media Technol¬ 
ogy Monitor. 

Tablet ownership spiked 
by about 66 per cent be¬ 
tween 2012 and 2013, ac¬ 
cording to the results of a 
MTM survey conducted with 
4,009 Ganadians between 
Oct. 7 and Dec. 1 of last year. 

In the fall of 2012, about 
one in four anglophone Gan¬ 
adians told pollsters they 
had one of the gadgets, 
while a similar survey con¬ 
ducted in the fall of 2011 
found just one in 10 were

Overall, the tablet users surveyed typically 
said they used their device to go online (88 
per cent), browse the web (8o per cent) 
and use email (65 per cent). About half said 
they used their tablet for social networking, 
watching video and reading news.

Apple’s iPads account for 
about two-thirds of the tab¬ 
lets Ganadians own, MTM’s 
newest report suggests, 
while Blackberry’s PlayBook 
and Samsung’s Galaxy Tab 
devices have a 10 per cent 
share of the market each. 
Apple’s hold of the market 
has consistently grown in 
MTM’s polls while the other 
brands have stagnated. 

The polling numbers also 
seem to suggest that while 
tablets are now more com¬ 
monly found in Ganadian 


households, they’re being 
used a little less often. 

In the spring of 2011, 46 
per cent of tablet owners 
said they used their tech 
toy several times a day, 25 
per cent said they used it at 
least once a day, and 16 per 
cent said they used it once a 
week. 

Last spring, only 38 per 
cent were using theirs sev¬ 
eral times a day, 24 per cent 
said it turned on at least 
once a day, and nine per 
cent said they picked it up 
once a week at least. 

Not surprisingly, MTM 
found consumers with high¬ 
er incomes were far more 
likely to have bought a tab¬ 
let. Almost 80 per cent of 
anglophone consumers with 
a household income above 
$200,000 had a tablet, as did 
66 per cent of those with a 
household income between 
$150,000 and $199,999.

“I’d been doing research 
into Stasi interrogation tech¬ 
niques for a while as a gen¬ 
eral point of interest,” notes 
Bond. 

“1 even explored the idea 
of doing a found-footage 
style period film designed to 
look like Soviet interrogation 
videos. 1 ultimately wanted 
to find a way to explore dif¬ 
ferent psychological torture 
techniques from different 
eras in one project, includ¬ 


ing the so-called ‘Enhanced 
Interrogation Techniques’ of 
the U.S. military post-9/11. 
From there, 1 wrote a loose 
outline of how the film might 
work, and Stress Position was 
born.” 

Stress Position more than 
hves up to its name, causing 
unbearable anxiety in the 
viewer by blending Ludivico- 
esque torment while blurring 
lines between fiction and truth 
to a disorienting effect. And 
underneath all the hideous 
and often blackly funny she¬ 
nanigans lurks a potent parable 
about the vulgar ways in which 
people treat the people osten¬ 
sibly closest to their hearts. 

“When you get really close 
to someone, you expose your 
vulnerabilities and secrets, giv¬ 
ing that person great power 
over you,” says the multi-hy¬ 
phenate filmmaker. 

“There’s incredible respon¬ 
sibility to being involved in any 
close relationship, and some¬ 
times it’s hard not to get cor¬ 
rupted into using that sensitive 
material to your advantage, to 
manipulate them with it. We 
aU think we understand our 
friends’ psychology so well, 
but there’s a kind of violence 
that we do by subtly profiling 
each other. We build up a set 
of expectations and assump¬ 
tions about our Mends that 
can actually hold them back or 
hurt them. No one can make us 
feel as great as a close Mend,

but also no one else can cut us 
dovm to size so quickly and ef¬ 
ficiently.” 

And though Stress Position 
is not a horror film by defin¬ 
ition, it is a film of many hor¬ 
rors and no matter your take 
on its subject. Bond should be 
lauded for breaking and defy¬ 
ing conventions. 

“I’m a genre fan, certainly,” 
he insists. 

“But 1 think some of the 
most interesting filmmakers 
are cleverly combining differ¬ 
ent genres’ techniques to cre¬ 
ate new and unexpected hy¬ 
brids. The big films that were 
on my mind as 1 approached 
filming included A Clockwork 
Orange, Persona, Requiem for 
a Dream and Funny Games, all 
difficult films to categorize to 
some extent, and each with 
degrees of horror and cult ap¬ 
peal. 1 think genre labels are 
useful when you want to toy 
with the structure of them, 
but sometimes it’s exciting to 
freewheel in uncharted terri¬ 
tory.” 


Directorial debut. Christopher Nolan’s 
cinematographer steps out on his own 



For more than a decade, cine¬ 
matographer Wally Pfister 
brought director Christopher 
Nolan’s cinematic visions to 
fife. Now, he’s the one caUing 
the shots. 

His directorial debut, the 
new sci-fi mystery Transcend¬ 
ence, has many elements 
of a Nolan blockbuster: eye¬ 
popping visual effects, a mind- 
bending stoiy and an A-hst 
lead in Johnny Depp. All of 
those things translate into high 
expectations for Pfister, who 
jokingly likens his newly chris¬ 
tened director’s seat to an “elec- 
Mc chair.” 

In the film releasing Fri¬ 
day, the mind of Depp’s 
terminally ill scientist. Will 
Caster, is uploaded into a 
computer after his death, 
spawning an eerily unruly 


machine. At the heart of the 
stoiy is the disrupted rela¬ 
tionship of Will and his wife, 
Evelyn, played by Rebecca 
Hall. 

Transcendence, which 
was executive-produced by 
Nolan and written by first¬ 
time screenwriter Jack Paglen, 
hooked Pfister because of the 
emotional weight put on the 
study of husband and wife and 
the increasing reliance on tech¬ 
nology. “We start to wonder 
where it’s aU going to go,” he 
says. 

For his first directing gig, 
Pfister, who’s worked on every¬ 
thing from Memento to The 
Dark Knight Rises, was swayed 
from doing a big action film. 

“I’d done a lot as a cinema¬ 
tographer,” he says. “What was 
important was telling some 


sort of character-driven stoiy. 
Exploring human emotion. 
That is the logical reason to 
jump from visual storyteUing 
to narrative.” 

Nolan will also release a 
thought-provoking sci-fi film 
this year: the time-travel 
focused Interstellar, out in 
November. But Pfister assures 
he’s not in competition with 
his long-time collaborator. 
“Chris is an old friend,” he 
says. “He has been incredibly 
supportive of my move into 
this.” 

“Chris never came to the 
set,” says camera operator 
Scott Sakamoto, who worked 
on both movies. “1 think Chris 
let WaUy take the reins and 
go with it to see how well he 
would do.”

Hiroyuki Sanada 
confronts his 
nation’s past 


Japanese-born actor Hiroyuki 
Sanada comes off last year’s 
success of The Wolverine 
with a film taking a look at 
Japanese history. The film — 
which debuted at the Toronto 
International Film Festival 
last fall — is The Railway 
Man, about a former British 
POW (Colin Firth) who con¬ 
fronts one of his former cap- 
tors (Sanada).

the book from Eric Lomax. 

1 didn’t know those kinds 
of things happened be¬ 
cause, especially in Japan, 
there’s no education about 
that. Teachers never talk 
to students, even parents 
don’t, and 1 thought that 
is a problem. 1 thought we 
must make this film now to 
tell the story for the next 
generation, to help make 
a more peaceful world and 
make sure something like 
this never happens again. 
And also for me it was im¬ 
portant this role be played 
by a Japanese-born actor. 

It’s a kind of mission, 1 felt. 

Why do you think it isn’t 
taught in Japan as much? 

Because it’s a story from 
during the war and a lot of 
bad things happened in the 
POW camps. That kind of 
thing, the people don’t want 
to know. They don’t want the 
world to know the story. But 
with a movie like this, it’s a 


chance for reconciliation, to 
say soriy and ask for forgive¬ 
ness. Look back into your his- 
toiy and if you’re wrong, say 
sorry and go the next steps 
together to create a better 
future. It’s a small world. 

How was working with 
Colin Firth? 

It was a great experience. 

It was almost like just the 
two of us in a small room, 
just talking and talking. It 
was like we were on stage 
in a play. We created good 
chemistry from the begin¬ 
ning, but I’m not sure how. 
Maybe because he chose this 
role and 1 chose this role, we 
really had the same goal. Of 
course, he’s a great actor. 

You’re also in Keanu Reeves’ 
47 Ronin, which is finally 
coming out this year. 

Yes, finally. It will be 
released at Christmas. 

It’s very exciting because 
he took a long time for 


post-production. 1 was 
involved with the movie 
almost three years ago, 
and finally 1 can see the 
movie and 1 can show it to 
audiences. I’m so curious 
about the world’s reaction 
to it because it’s based on a 
true story, the most famous 
revenge story in Japan, but 
with a lot of fantasy and 


CGI action, almost like a 
samurai version of The 
Lord of the Rings. 

Why do you think samurai 
stories continue to be so 
popular? 

I think people think it’s 
about the sword-fighting 
and that kind of thing, but 
the samurai spirit is more a 


mentality thing. Especially 
now, there’s still a lot of 
war and terrorism hap¬ 
pening in the world, so we 
need this spirit of humble¬ 
ness, respect and loyalty. 

1 think people want to see 
something with that kind 
of mentality. The samurai 
is not just a fighter.

Author's heartbreaking 
novel explores theme 
of assisted suicide 


You can’t make this stuff up. 
As inarticulate and cliched as 
that may sound, it might be 
the best way to describe the 
devastatingly heartbreaking — 
and hilarious — story Miriam 
Toews tells in her new book, 
All My Puny Sorrows. 

And that’s because Toews, 
winner of numerous hteraiy 
awards for her earher books 
including A Comphcated Kind¬ 
ness, isn’t making it up. The 
story of the love two sisters 
have for each other, even as 
one is repeatedly (spoiler alert) 
trying to commit suicide is 
“quite autobiographical,” the 
Torontonian explains in an 
interview on the eve of the 
book’s pubhcation. 

“The relationship between 
Yolandi and Elffieda is certain¬ 
ly taken from my own hfe, my 
relationship with my sister. 

“My sister attempted and 
finally succeeded in kilhng 
herself There are parts of the 
book that are more fictional 
than others, it’s certainly fic¬ 
tion, but the major central re¬ 
lationship is informed by my 
hfe, by reahty.” 

And for years that reahty 
centred on trying to prevent 
her beloved sister from com¬ 
mitting suicide, as her father 
had done before her. 

So why not just write a 
memoir, as she did about her

father (Swing Low: A Life)? 

“In writing hction, 1 can be 
free,” Toews explains. “1 can 
use my hfe. The raw material 
is my experiences. (But in fic- 
tionahzing it,) 1 can set the 
tone, the voice, the pace. 1 can 
embelhsh. 1 can exaggerate. 1 
can create. There’s just more 
freedom. It’s the direction 1 go 
in when 1 write. It’s what 1 do.” 

But it’s in the reahty that 
Toews explores a major theme 


in the book: whether we 
should allow assisted suicide, 
as they do in Switzerland. 

“1 spent so much time with 
my sister during those months, 
during the months she had 
made these attempts, and 1 
came to reahze she was veiy, 
veiy serious. That she was say¬ 
ing she was competent, that 
she was suffering and that her 
suffering was profound. That 
psych pain is as real as any 
physical pain, and it was mani¬ 
festing itself as physical pain 
as well as psych pain. There’s 
a point in the book where Yo¬ 
landi says to Elffieda: ‘Now you 
have to fight,’ and Elffieda says 
to Yoh, ‘I’ve been fighting for 
30 years.’ 

“My sister said that to me. 
And that really struck me. And 
1 said, ‘Yes, that’s true.’ 

“1 had to ask myself all sorts 


of questions: If 1 loved my sis¬ 
ter — and 1 did in the same 
way Yolandi loves Elffieda — 
what does love mean? How do 
we help a person? How do we 
reduce a person’s suffering? 
What are our obhgations? 
What are the rights of the indi¬ 
vidual in terms of determining 
the end of their hves? 

“All of these are huge, huge 
questions. 

“And when you’re in that 
situation, all you can think 
of is wanting to save a per¬ 
son’s hfe, wanting to keep 
them alive ... so it was a shift 
in my thinking and a shift in 
Yolandi’s thinking when she 
really starts to think about it 
and to think about how she 
can be the best possible sister 
to Elffieda.” 

Toews says she isn’t so 
much making the argument 


for assisted suicide as she is 
“presenting certain questions 
to hopefully allow readers to 
think about things that maybe 
we as a society haven’t given 
much thought to.” 

What informs Toews think¬ 
ing on the issue though is “go¬ 
ing back to my own experience 
and seeing my sister in such 
agony, and thiiiking of her hav¬ 


ing to die violently and alone; 
that there were no other op¬ 
tions for her made me think, 
made me really think of the 
idea of assisted suicide, of pro¬ 
viding a peaceful, good death 
to people who have decided 
for themselves that’s what 
they want and that’s what they 
need to get rid of the pain.”

Tegan and Sara embrace gay ambassador role 



Identical twin sisters Tegan and 
Sara Quin have long been open 
about their sexuahty. Now 
they’re embracing the role 
of gay ambassadors, growing 
more comfortable with a topic 
they were hesitant to discuss 
at the start of their musical ca¬ 
reers. 

“1 remember feeling resist¬ 
ant to talking about being a 
twin, to talking about sexism 
or homophobia, talking about 
being gay,” said Tegan Quin, 
one haft of the sister duo. 

“1 felt hke it was marginal¬ 
izing our music, it was making 
us a band only for gay people or 
for women,” she said. 

Seven studio albums later, 
the sisters have proved other¬ 
wise. Their latest release. Heart- 
throb, was a hit on both sides 
of the border and earned them 
three Jrmos last month, includ¬ 
ing pop album of the year. 

As their audience expands. 


they’ve gained a higher pro¬ 
file in the gay community. Last 
Saturday, they were awarded 
outstanding music artist at the 
GLAAD Media Awards, beat¬ 
ing out high-profile musicians 
including Lady Gaga and Elton 
John. 

“1 think this year, because 
we were able to reach so many 
more people, and we were get¬ 
ting on to pop radio and talk¬ 
ing openly about who we are 
and our sexuahty, 1 think a lot 
of people in the gay commun¬ 
ity took notice,” said Tegan, 33. 

Tegan and Sara will have 
their highest profile yet when 
they headhne the closing cere¬ 
mony of WorldPride 2014 in 
Toronto this June. The 10-day 
international festival cele¬ 
brates all things LGBTT1QQ2SA 
(lesbian, gay, bisexual, trans¬ 
sexual, transgender, inter¬ 
sex, queer, questioning, two- 
spirited and alhes). 


Tegan and Sara will cap the 
celebrations with a free con¬ 
cert at Yonge-Dundas Square 
onjime 29. 

The Galgaiy-bom Quin 
twins first attended Toronto 


Pride on one of their first trips 
to the city when they were 18, 
shortly after coming out as gay, 
Tegan said. 

“1 remember at the time 
really being blown away with

how many people were there 
and how many different kinds 
of people celebrated. It was like 
the whole city was uniting and 
being excited about this thing 
that usually, based on my ex¬ 
perience in Galgaiy, was veiy 
much just a gay thing,” she 
said. 

But at the start of their 
music career, Tegan said the 
sisters were worried about be¬ 
ing defined as only a gay band. 

“1 think 1 had genuine fear 
that that’s all anyone would 
have been interested in.” 


That fear drove the pair to 
push back in the early 2000s, di¬ 
versifying their sound and tiy- 
ing to break out of the categoiy 
of “folk artist” they’d been rel¬ 
egated to, Tegan said. While 
they were always supported 
by the gay community, people 
mistakenly assume that’s their 
only fan base, Tegan added. 
They found greater traction in 
the indie rock scene, scoring a 
breakthrough radio hit in 2004 
with Walking With a Ghost. 

In hindsight, Tegan said, 
their initial reluctance about 
being defined as “just a gay 
band” was unfounded. 

“If 1 could go back and say 
anything to us, it’s that we 
didn’t need to feel fearful. 
People were going to embrace 
us because we were going to 
write about our experiences 
and those experiences were 
going to resonate as universal.”

“I have no problem with mod¬ 
els getting their tits out but 1 do 
have a problem when there’s 
an extreme disparity between 
how men and women are pre¬ 
sented,” asserts Anti-Agency 
model Amy Blakemore. The 
shaven-headed, award-winning 
poet adds, “Implied submissive 
is the only thing that 1 would 
refuse to do for a chent — it’s 
a feminist principle thing.” She 
chuckles. 

It’s not an opinion that’s 
often vocalized amongst the 
fashion industiy, let alone its si¬ 
lent model subjects. “We don’t 
hire people who want to be 
models,” says Anti-Agency co¬ 
founder Pandora Lennard. Leo¬ 
nard and her business partner 
Lucy Greene, who are officially 
laimching the London-based 
agency this month, put no pres¬ 
sure on any of their ineffably 
beautiful, tattooed and pierced 
model misfits to conform to 
any industiy standard statis¬ 
tics. They’re in control of their 
appearance from body hair to 
BM, as well as the jobs that 
they take on.

“They know they’re 
not going to get some quiet 
model; they’re bolshie but well- 
behaved.” 

It’s an attitude that fits well 
with chents such as Dr. Mar¬ 
tens, Vivienne Westwood and 
ASOS. “If you’re being booked 
through tire Anti-Agency, both 
the model and the brand know 
what to expect,” says musician. 



model and barman Ghris Tan¬ 
ner. Makeup artist and model 
Portia Williams agrees, “They 
take you on for who you are 
and not just the way you look.” 

The fashion stylists’ cormter- 
intuitive business model suits a 
generation of 20-somethings 
who can’t be defined by a sin¬ 
gle job title — it’s the rise of 
the model / DJ / any other artsy 
career. 

“Our models are aspira- 
tional and people want to get 
to know them beyond just an 
image,” says Lennard. They’re 
part of a new wave of‘personal¬ 
ity girls’ like “[rainbow-haired] 
Ghloe Norgaard, Gara Delev- 
ingne and Kendall Jenner.” 

Indeed, social media self¬ 
promotion has the pubhc 
tuning in to the private lives 
of models in a previously un¬ 
precedented way. “It’s about 
them as individuals,” says 
Greene. It’s the reason in the 
celebrity sphere that we expect 
the impromptu Instagram im¬ 
age of Delevingne’s tongue 
or Miley Gyrus’ bum. The tal¬ 
ent agents use social media 
themselves to scout for future 
faces. “You can see into their 
hves through Facebook and In¬ 


stagram,” explains Greene. “It’s 
Facebook stalking. We’ve had 2 
a.m. phone calls hke, ‘Have you 
seen this girl?’,” admits Len¬ 
nard. 

And for the duo — who 
first saw the business as an 
opportunity to help out their 
cash-starved creative friends 


— it’s time to take advantage 
of fashion’s current craze for 
kookiness and expand their 
50-strong roster to the global 
market. And who knows, the 
Anti-Agency’s new model army 
might just make conventional 
beauty seem oh so last season.

Mini-predators. 

Protect your garden 
the natural way 
with a tiny army of 
insect-eating bugs 


Gardeners worried about the 
safety of synthetic pest-con¬ 
trol products sometimes turn 
to botanically derived com¬ 
pounds instead. But many 
of those also contain toxic 
ingredients such as nicotine, 
rotenone and pyrethrins. 

“Botanically derived pesti¬ 
cides are not always safe and 
some are more hazardous 
than synthetics,” said Linda 
Chalker-Scott, an extension 
horticulturist at Washington 
State University’s Puyallup 
Research Center. “Any im¬ 
properly used pesticide will 
contaminate nearby terres¬ 
trial and aquatic systems.” 

And don’t use home rem¬ 
edies, she said, which could 
be “illegal and possibly fatal 
to many good things in your 
garden.” 

Instead, consider the be¬ 
nign-neglect school of pest- 
control — a mix of preven¬ 
tion (such as maintaining 
healthy soil) and natural con¬ 
trols (such as insect-eating 
insects). 

“1 don’t add fertilizers. 
1 don’t use pesticides. 1 use 
a wood chip mulch, which 
provides habitat for benefi¬ 
cial insects like predacious 
ground beetles that may eat 
slugs and slug eggs,” Chalker- 
Scott said in an email. 


How to go bug wild 


Where to find beneficial 
insects? Aside from luring 
wild singles into your yard 
with the necessary food, 
water and shelter, you can 
simply buy several hundred 
for release from containers 
at garden centres or on the 
Internet. 


• “Be sure you have 
everything they need 
to survive, then look at 
the types of pests you 
have in the garden,” says 
author Jessica Walliser. 


Ninety-nine per cent of 
the insects in our yards are 
benign or even beneficial, 
writes Jessica Walliser in 
her new Attracting Benefi¬ 
cial Bugs to Your Garden: 
A Natural Approach to Pest 
Control (Timber Press). She 
recommends introducing in¬ 
sects that eat other insects. 

“A single ladybug — prob¬ 
ably the most illustrious 
beneficial predatory insect 
— can consume up to 5,000 
aphids during its lifetime,” 
Walliser says, adding that 
there are thousands of other 
insect species capable of do¬ 
ing the same thing. 

To keep these predatoiy 
insects around, however, you 
have to offer a diverse and 
pesticide-free garden with 
plenty of plant-based foods. 

“Just like people, most 
species of beneficial insects 
need a balance of carbohy-

drates (found in nectar) and 
protein (found in their prey) 
in order to survive,” Walliser 
said. 

Provide plants that pro¬ 
duce flowers with shallow, 
exposed nectaries, she said. 
“Many beneficial insects are 
very small and don’t have 
specialized mouthparts for 
accessing nectar from tubu¬ 
lar flowers. Members of the 
carrot family and the aster 
family are great places to 
start.” 

Prevention, though, is 


probably the best way to keep 
problem insects away, said 
Christy Wilhelmi, a garden 
designer from Los Angeles 
and author of Gardening for 
Geeks (Adams Media, 2013). 

“If you have healthy soils, 
you won’t have as many 
pests and you won’t need 
to use pesticides,” she said. 
“Avoid (plant) stresses. Have 
soil with a lot of organic mat¬ 
ter in it. Check your garden 
every day and you won’t need 
pest control.”

2 KNOW YOUR RIGHTS WHEN IT COMES TO 
DELAYED CLOSINGS Builders are entitled 
to extend the occupancy date specified in a 
purchase agreement as long as they provide 
proper notice. 

3 HIRE A LAWYER A condominium lawyer 
will help you interpret your purchase 


agreement. It’s to your benefit to understand 
both your own and your builder’s respon¬ 
sibilities. 

5 BE PREPARED TO MOVE INTO A CONSTRUC¬ 
TION ZONE Condo projects are differ¬ 
ent from single-family homes in that the 
purchase is usually completed in two steps. 
Step 1 is interim occupaney. Many buyers 
find out the hard way that they are required 
to take possession of their completed unit 
(and pay the balanee of the down payment, 
which generally amounts to 25 per cent of 
the purchase price) before common element 
features like front reception, landscaping and 
the swimming pool are finished.

Every year, Earth Day Canada organizes 
a campaign for the month of April to help 
educate and engage people of all ages and 
backgrounds to lower their environmental 
footprint.

Then they are invited 
to share the results using the #MIC4ED 
hasthag to compare totals with friends, 
classmates, colleagues and people in other 
parts of the country. 

Earth Day Canada president Deb Don¬ 
caster believes it’s important to integrate 
Earth Day practices into regular activities; 
it’s something she strives to do herself. 

“Every day, I ride a bike to work and 
walk my son to school,” she says. “I don’t 
own a car. I’m a member of a local food co¬ 
op and I grow vegetables in my backyard.” 

Making seasonal, sustainable food 
choices is part of Make It Count’s mis¬ 
sion. Where we buy our food, what we 
eat and how we handle food waste can 
have a huge impact on the environment, 
economy and society. 


Plants help purify and regulate the water 
cycle, store large amounts of carbon diox¬ 
ide and are found at the base of the food 
chain. Tending to indoor or outdoor plants, 
herbs or vegetables is an easy place to start 
making a difference. 

Transforming and repairing broken or 
old items, which is called “upcycling” or 


“repurposing,” can save tonnes of waste 
from landfills. And one of the best ways 
to learn how to treat the planet properly is 
by sharing your knowledge with others, 
whether you do so by posting informa¬ 
tion on social media or writing a letter to a 
politician. 

“Each Canadian has a responsibility to 


do what they can to lessen their impact on 
the Earth,” Doncaster says. 

“But integrating this into your daily 
activities has many great personal benefits, 
too, such as reducing stress and leading a 
healthier lifestyle. It’s just a matter of mak¬ 
ing that shift.”

COMMUNmES 

Environmental stewardship is a com¬ 
plex and subtle discipline. Many cul¬ 
tures around the world approach it in 
different ways and they all have their 
own unique insights and solutions. 

The Earth Day Canada Tapestry 
program began as an acknowledgement 
that diverse cultural groups have many 
things to offer the environmental move¬ 
ment. Tapestry aims to bring diverse 
communities, community organizations 
and environmental sector stakeholders 
together in the Greater Toronto Area and 
southern Ontario over the next two years, 
and then nationally in years 4 and 5 to 
come up with new, collective ways to 
affect widespread and sustained environ¬ 
mental change. 

Eduardo Garay is senior adviser 
— local and international programs 
at Future Watch Environment and 
Development Education Partners. This 
not-for-profit organization helps con¬ 
nect new Canadians and those living in 
diverse communities in the GTA and 
elsewhere with their natural environ¬ 
ment. He is on the Tapestry advisory 
council and his group is one of the 
stakeholder groups that have joined 
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forces to support Tapestry. 

“Tapestry is an upshot of a diversity 
research project conducted by Earth 
Day Canada in 2013,” Garay says. 

“We looked at the capacity for an 
environmental organization that could 
work with a variety of communities.” 

Tapestry’s goals include establish¬ 
ing more diversity on environmental 
sector boards and developing a diverse 
group of speakers who can com¬ 
municate environmental issues to the 
media, to the general public and to 
interest groups. It is also developing a 
two-year community leadership pro¬ 
gram and a web-based resource toolkit 
that will be available in 10 languages.

In February 2011, Lyda Salatian 
founded the Lower Mainland Green 
Team, a group of volunteers who help 
Metro Vancouver parks, municipal¬ 
ities, non-profits and other organ¬ 
izations tackle environmental issues 
through teamwork and co-operation. 

The Green Team combines Sa¬ 
latian’s passion for the environment 
and her organizational skills.

Western 
red cedar and Sitka spruce, picked up 
litter, removed invasive plants, such 
as English ivy, Scotch broom and 
periwinkle, and prepared and har¬ 
vested vegetable beds, among other 
initiatives. 

Earth Day Canada chose the Lower 
Mainland Green Team as the recipient 
of its 2013 Hometown Heroes Group 
Award, which recognizes a Canadian 
group that demonstrates outstanding 
environmental leadership, commitment 
and achievements in local commun¬ 
ities. 

“The Hometown Heroes Award 
sends a message that the work of our 
volunteers is very much valued and 
respected,” says Salatian, the Lower 
Mainland Green Team’s director. 

Salatian has been so inspired by 
her volunteers that in the past year 
she founded a charitable organiza¬ 
tion called Green Teams of Canada, 
through which she plans to start other 
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green teams in British Columbia and 
across Canada. This summer she will 
be riding her bike from Victoria, B.C., 
to St. John’s, N.L., to raise funds 
and awareness about Green Teams of 
Canada. 

In the meantime, Salatian and her 
volunteers are basking in the glow 
of the Hometown Heroes Group 
Award win, which she feels her team 
shares symbolically with all of the 
hard-working environmental steward¬ 
ship and watershed groups across the 
country. 

Salatian has already invested the 
$10,000 Hometown Heroes Group 
Award cash prize — made possible by 
program sponsors Mill Street Brewery 
and RBC — in a worthy initiative. 

“Our Green Team put the money 
toward running more activities to 
engage youth and at-risk youth. It’s so 
important to instill an environmental 
ethic in younger generations.”
